—A deeply concerned feder- 
al government moved today 
to prevent a threatened na- 
tionwide steel strike. 


The government's growing 


anxiety b e c a m e apparent 
last night when Cyrus S. 
Ching, director of the fed- 
eral mediation and concilli- 
ation service, s u m m o n e d 
Philip Murray, president of 
the United Steel workers, 
and John A. Stephens, vice 
president of the U. S. Steel 
corp., to meet in Washington 
on Monday. 
Both Murray and Stephens 


promptly agreed to answer 
the cal.1 
Murray also repeated his charge 


that the steel corporation was 
responsible for the impasse in 
negotiations that for the last two 
days had made a steel strike a 
strong possibility of July 16. 


The U. S. Steel-USW negotia- 


tions—in recent years a major 
factor in the wage agreements 
reached 
by 
other 
industries— 


bogged down last Wednesday. 


Reject Union Demaads 


Benjamin F. Fairless, U. S. 


steel presid«pt, rejected the stesl- 
"-orkers, demands for a fourth 
round post-war wage boost. Prtvi- 
ously he turned down the'union's 
demands for pensions for its 800,- 
000 members. 


Murray quickly called a meet- 


ing of his policy committee here 
next Tuesday. 
This committee 


has the power to call a steel strike. 


The USW leader said that his 


past refusal to sign a non-Com- 
munist affidavit would be brought 
up for consideration at the com- 
mittee meeting.

Many Propose Wage Hike 


Nathan, engaged to make the 


report by the CIO, has not dis- 
closed the nature of his findings 
but it has been felt in industry 
circles that a wage increase would 
be recommended. 


Murray has described a wage 


boost as "an absolute essential." 
So far, however, he has not 
disclosed how much of a raise he 
wants for his steelworkers who 
now average $1.65 an hour, includ- 
ing three increases ranging from 
13 to 18Vi cents in the last three 
years 


A steel strike at this tirrte would 


greatly hamper the nation's in- 
dustrial machinery but would not 
have the full effect felt by the 
last major stoppage in 1946. 


Then the country was in the 


midst of its post-war economic 
recovery whereas now production 
has managed to approach demand.' 


A strike against "Big Steel" on 


July 16 probably would mean a 
strike against 189 steel producers, 
employing 500,000 workers. Other 
wage negotiation period expjre at

The bills for medical services 


performed by the four doctors and 
fees for three attorneys were 
turned down by the board of su- 
pervisors yesterday afternoon. 


Dr. W. L. Stitzel, Dr. J B. Wer- 


ren, Dr. A. F. Moore, and Dr. J. M 
Lund, all submitted bills for $50 
each for services provided the 
county in June. 


These bills were for examina- 


tion and subsequent testimony in 
court on their, findings on the 
mental condition of eight Dixon 
State Hospital patients, two boys 
and six girls, all charged with and 
later sentenced for vicious attacks 
on two different attendants at the 
hospital. 


Attorneys William R. Gunner, 


Edward Jones and Robert Brack- 
en, who were appointed to repre- 
sent the eight patients by Circuit 
Judge George C. Dixon, were also 
denied their fees of $200 each by 
the board.

Fiery Summation 


The hours of fiery summation, 


first by the defense and then by' 
the government, gave way in late 
afternoon to the thin, high voice of 
Judge Kaufman, who delivered 
an hour-long charge to^the jury. 


He boiled the case down to its 


essentials. 


The entire case, the judge said, 


rests on the story told by Whit- 
taker Chambers, -the 
self-styled 


former Communist spy ring cour- 
ier. 


It was Chambers who a year 


ago first accused Hiss of being 
a Communist and using hia state 
department office before the war 
to feed government secrets to a 
Soviet spy ring. 


Judge Kaufman said the jury— 


if it decides Hiss is guilty—must 
not only believe Chambers' story 
oi spying and intrigue but must 
also find it backed up by govern- 
ment exhibits and evidence. 


He gave the jury these four 


choices: 


FOOT Possible Verdicts 


If it does not believe Chambers' 


story "beyond a reasonable doubt" 
it must return a verdict of inno- 
cent. 


If it believes Alger Hiss over 


Chambers it must return a ver- 
dict of innocent. 


If it believes Whittaker Cham- 


bers b*»vond a reasonable ^doub't 
and finds that the 
government 


evidence backs his story, it may 
find Hiss guilty on the first count 
and it also may find him guilty 
on the second count. 


Under no circumstance, Judge 


Kaufman said, may the jury find 
Hiss guiltv on the, second count 
without finding him guilty on the 
first.

What they want is honest, sincere, 
courageous performance." 


Stevenson 
said he made a 


"conscientious effort" to carry out 
his campaign promises but that 
Republican senators defeated his 
major legislative proposals. 


Hits Republican* 


During the six month session, 


he asserted. "I saw Republican 
senators vote against legislation 
they themselves had recommend- 
ed." 
He added: 


"I think I saw the summit of 


legislative 
irresponsibility 
and 


ruinous partisanship when Re- 
pubbcan senators, after protesting 
loudly about the budget, killed 
the revenue bills but voted all of 
my appropriations and a lot more 
besides, and then refused to cut 
them back to fit the revenue.

Compromise Farm Program 


Being Developed in Senate 


Washington, July 8.—(AP)—Senator Elmer Thomas (D-Okla) 


said today he expects eventual senate passage of a compromise federal 
farm program being developed by the senate agricultural committee. 


And Secretary of Agriculture Brannan, farm cabinet member for 


President Truman, told senators late yesterday that he would go along 
with the compromise as "a step in the direction" of his own new 
program. 
, 


Brannan made clear the ad- 


ministration is not giving up on 
lis program which, boiled down, 
s to give farmers high returns 
and 
consumers 
cheaper 
foods. 


(The method would be the use of 
subsidies to farmers, to be paid 
out of tax funds.) Brannan told 
reporters that the compromise is 
better than no action by congress 
this year, and that he is willing 
to leave the broad issue to the 
voters in 1950. 


prove actually were authorized 
last year in the Aiken bill. 


Brannan agreed that if the Ai- 


ken law. with the Republican sug- 
gested changes, was advanced to 
become effective immediately — 
Instead of waiting until the first 
of next year — he would go along. 


One of the compromise propos- 


als was advanced by Senator Thye 
(R-Minn.) It would allow the sec- 
retary to use funds from the $4,- 
750,000,000 (B) Commodity Cred- 
it corporation (CCC) to pay sub- 
sidies as a means of supporting 
farm prices. The Aiken law per- 
mits use of subsidies but limits 
them to funds other than the CCC. 
Brannan has said that other funds 
were insufficient to carry out his 
plan. 


The use of subsidies is a major 


feature of the Brannan plan. It 
would permit prices of perishable 
foods to drop to low levels. The 
government would pay farmer's 
subsidies equal to the difference 
between the actual prices and the 
farm price guarantee.
